1. FOLLOWING IS AUGUST 5-6 SUMMARY OF MEDIA REACTION TO 
AMBASSADOR YOUNG'S CARIBBEAN TRIP, AND OTHER EVENTS. 

2. NYERERE: NYTIMES, WASH POST, AP AUG. 6 ALL QUOTE PRESIDENT 
CARTER AS SAYING THAT HE AND PRESIDENT NYERERE HAD REACHED 
"ALMOST COMPLETE AGREEMENT" ON DIPLOMATIC STRATEGY TO BRING 
MAJORITY RULE TO RHODESIA AND NAMIBIA. MR. NYERERE SAID IF 
BRITISH-AMERICAN PROPOSALS ON RHODESIA INCLUDE END OF SMITH
